Sen. Taft and the GOP Dilemma 


One of the nation’s finest and most val- 
uable citizens and public servants is’ the 
Republican Senator, A. Taft. His 
integrity is unquestioned. His stubborn 
honesty and his lack of political compro- 
mise have kept him from the high office of 
the presidency. The public always has 
known where he stands. 

It was he who was chosen to reply to 
President Truman’s speech earlier in the 
week in which the President defended the 
Fair Deal measures, including deficit 
spending made necessary by the cold war, 

| which spending he said was cheaper than 
a hot war. 

Sen. Taft denounced that stand in plain 
language. He said it was a policy which 
would lead to inflation, then depression, 
and possibly war. 

We share the apprehension concerning 
our fiscal situation and the soundness of 
our money, which is the only real contact 
government has with the people. Increas- 
ing inflation would be very dangerous. 

But, Sen. Taft’s speech, in our opinion, 
failed of answer. We do not know that we 
could supply it. But, in the face of the 
President’s program of extended Social Se- 


curity benefits, promises of medical care, ~ 


Stalin’s ‘Peace’ Talk 
And Arms for the West 


Whatever conciliatory word United Na- 
tions Sec. Gen. Trygve Lie brings back 
from his meeting with Dictator Stalin 
must be placed in the perspective of the 
efforts of North Atlantic Treaty powers at 
London to work out a strengthened de- 
fense against possible Russian aggression. 


Russia is not now ready for the ulti- 
mate attempt, called for by Marxian ideol- 
ogy, to conquer the world. Any effective 
combination of Western powers will ma- 
terially lessen her chances for success if 
and when she feels ready to undertake 
that task. If Stalin can, by conciliatory 
words and gestures, make a combination 
of strength less urgent to the West he will 
have won a signal victory. 


The West cannot afford to be, and in 
all likelihood will not be, lulled into be- 
lieving that Russia has nothing but peace- 
ful intentions. Whatever Stalin says about 
the desire for peace, the possibility of ami- 
cable settlement of difficulties through the 
United Nations and the necessity for 
down-to-earth diplomatic talks is offset by 
his country’s frantic preparations for war. 


The immediate problem for the demo- 
cratic countries is defense of Europe. Our 
task would be made trebly difficult should 
Russia be able successfully to invade 
Western Europe. A minimum of 30 combat 
divisions is estimated to be necessary for 
this job. The maximum European coun- 
tries, including Great Britain, say they can 
pay for is 23 divisions. It more likely will 
be closer to 17 divisions. The $1,000,000,000 
annually which the United States fur- 
nishes for arms aid to the North Atlantic 
powers is not enough to make up the dif- 
> ference. 


What is being considered now is an in- 
tegration of Western Europe’s economy— 
in which the proposed Franco-German 
steel agreement would be the first step— 
in addition to a unified defense structure 
under a single head. In combination, there 
would be an all-out effort to increase pro- 
duction and productivity. Together the 
two would bring about an effective defense 
system with European countries them- 
selves paying most of the cost. 


Whether this be the final result or not, 
one thing is certain: Largely because of 
the French steel proposal a great deal of 
hew thinking is going on among the heads 
of Western states. It may not be too much 
‘to hope that a genuine partnership—eco- 
nomic as well as military and political— 
may be the eventual result. That is what 
Ruszia fears above all else. That is why 
‘Dictator Stalin talks peace to Mr. Lie.

The Right To Work 
And Freedom 


We fail to understand what J. B. Pate, 
President of the Georgia Federation of 
Labor, meant when he said at Columbus 
yesterday that the State’s right-to-work 
law is “hypocrisy in this land of freedom.” 

It is difficult to conceive of a more fun- 
damental freedom than the right to work. 
But that is a freedom Mr. Pate, and other 
union leaders, would remove in favor of 
restoration in Georgia of the closed shop 
and the union shop. 

The closed shop makes union member- 
ship a prerequisite to getting a job. The 
union shop decrees that a workman shall 
join the union within a specified period 
after getting a job. In either case, union 
membership is necessary to earning a liv- 
ing. 
Freedom implies the right of choice. 
But Mr. Pate would give workmen no 
choice. They would join the union, and 
pay union dues and be governed by union 
rules and regulations, whether they liked 
it or not. We cannot associate that condi- 
tion with democracy or with freedom. 


The Taft-Hartley Act, which Mr. Pate - 


and other union leaders also dislike, out- 
laws the closed shop nationally but leaves 
the union shop to the discretion of the 
States. Individual freedom would be 
strengthened materially by an amendment 
declaring union membership shall not be 
made a condition of employment.

Fireworks Tuesday 


WITH THOMPSON IN NORTHWEST GEOR- 

GIA—You can look for the fireworks in the 

gubernatorial race next Tuesday night. Guber- 

naterial Candidate M. E. Thompson is scheduled to speak in Una- 

dilla. Unadilla is the South Georgia town which has been embar- 

rassed itself, and which has caused the State embarrassment, by 

Klansmen, or Klan-minded groups, breaking up church and school 
programs. 

Thompson is denouncing the Klan and masked men in his 
campaign. The former Acting Governor had an unhappy experi- 
ence with an Unadilla group in the 1948 election. His subject 
for the Unadilla speech will be, significantly enough, “Law and 
Order.” 

In his tour this week through the Northwest Georgia moun- 
tains and foothills, Thompson is carrying on almost a precinct-by- 
precinct speaking campaign. He gave three talks in Pickens 
County, two in Whitfield, three in Gordon, and three in Walker 
County. He also has spoken once in Murray, once in Catoosa. 
Before the week is over, he will speak three times in Bartow, 
twice in Polk, once in Floyd and once in Chattooga. 

Aside from his talks, he acts more like he was running for 
County Commissioner than for Governor. He walks up and down 
the streets shaking hands with everyone he meets and asking for 
their votes. He stops at filling stations and grocery stores in the 
country to politic, and he picks up hitch-hiking mountaineers to 
urge them to vote for him. 


His crowds are mounting. Hitting four and five 
Crowds towns a day, he speaks to a combined audience of 
some 1,500 persons daily. Multiply that by six days, and you find 
Thompson has spoken to more people than has Gov. Talmadge. 
More important, he is‘ reaching deeper into those unit votes with 
talks in 20 locations than is the incumbent with a speech in one 
city. 

Thompson, of course, is still the underdog. He is beginning to 
make a race out of it in many of those areas in which he has 
appeared thus far. The crowds that heard him in these mountains 
have been with him. Or, at least, they have been against the 
incumbent. 

A worker-veteran at Nelson said he didn’t like Talmadge 
breaking his promise to give the veterans a bonus. A mountaineer 
at Jasper said Talmadge ought not to be trying to keep so many 
people from voting by the laws he is passing. And a hitch-hiker 
mountaineer along the road just seemed to think that “the fellow 
has been in there long enough anyhow.” : 


However, another farmer observed: “Shore, there has been some — 


. some folks ain't for the boy like they was his daddy

shot into their bones.” 

It is a shift that Thompson is depending upon to win as he 
gets more enthusiastic. He tells the people the race in 1948 was 
closer than they think—that he got more than 300,000 votes. A 
shift of a few popular votes in these particular counties in which 
he is speaking this week, he says, can give him the counties. 
GOP Up here in Pickens, Fannin and Union Counties, the Re- 

publicans have their only stronghold in the one-party 
State of Georgia. The Democrats are getting set for a battle royal 
in many counties June 28 to nominate—which means elect—Sen- 
ators and Representatives. 

The race hasn’t even begun in Pickens. They don’t have a pri- 
mary. They just elect their officers in the general election. 
Where other Senators are elected by one county on the rotation 
system in the primary, the Senator from the district composed of 
these three counties is elected on the popular*vote among all 
three counties. Former Sen. Tom Chastain and Rep. Olin Cagle 
loom as Senatorial candidates.

to tea. To make it worse, they also are guzzling milk. He shuddered. 


He was an elderly white-haired New Yorker 

by the name of Angus Mackey. He’s been in the 

trade all his life, as was his father be- 

fore him. He figures if those Brazilians don’t 

quit holding up us coffee guzzlers, we may turn 
permanently—sob—to cow juice. 

Sen. Guy M. Gillette, Democrat, Iowa, who's 
been investigating the soaring prices of coffee 
for the lest six months, called Mackey down 
under subpoena and swore him to tell the truth. 
While other coffee men in the chamber cringed, 
Mackey said the so-called coffee shortage was 


a phony. 


“I lived in Brazil, myself, for years,” he 
said, “and I didn’t believe all those reports 
last Winter on the short crop. There was 
panicky buying by everyone, from dealer to 
roaster to housewife. There was speculation 
here and there in Brazil.” 


Retail prices high-tailed to better than 80 
cents a pound; the better grades still cost around 
70 cents. 

“And there has developed a terrific resist- 
ance against coffee,” Mackey continued. “I have 
tried to warn the producing countries that they 
are weaning away their best customers, Our 
people are turning to milk and tea. At home 
they’re brewing two cups of coffee in the pot 
instead of six. 

“Restaurants are charging 10 cents per cup 
and instead of giving the second cup free are

asking for another dime.” 

Coffee consumption in America has slumped 
from 20 to 30 percent, he said, and unless prices 
skid promptly the $2,000,000 that the coffee 
growers are spending this year to advertise their 
product won’t be worth a pan of coffee grounds. 
Fact is, said he, these prices are artificial, the 
folks below the border seem bound to keep ’em 
that way as long as possible, and Mackey pre- 
dicts a further turning away from the cup that 
cheers. 


What saddens him most is that in his 
bailiwick in the lower end of Manhattan, 
where the odor of roasting coffee contin- 
ually spices the air, the clerks have quit 
dropping down to the corner beanery for 
their 10 a. m. coffee. 

“They take,” said Mackey in a hollow 

' whisper that awed the official stenographer, 
“milk.” 


The boss of one of Chicago’s largest chain 
grocery firm told him the othér day that his 
sales of vacuum-packed coffee had dropped a 
breath-taking 59 percent. 

Coffee is backing up in Latin America. More 
trees are being planted all over the world and 
especially in Africa. Mackey foresees a crash in 
the coffee business. He only hopes it won’t be 
too late, when all his ex-customers have be- 
come addicted to that whitish fluid which comes 
from cows. 


TAIPEI, Formosa—“I am not only optimistic, but I am determined to hold Formosa.” 
The little man’s eyes fairly snapped as he said these words. His faint graying mustache quiv- 
ered, his lips smiled confidently and his closely shaved head glistened in the fading sunlight. 


It was 63-year-old Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 


shek, one-time head of 450,000,000 Chinese peo- 


ple, who spoke these words. He sat in an old 
cane armchair on a mosquito-infested veranda 
as day faded into night on tiny Formosa. 


But it was a new Chiang Kai-shek who 
did the speaking. ; 

“J am not only determined to fight but to 
put inte effect Sun Yat-sen's three people's 
principles for the people’s livelihood and use 
Formosa to restore freedom on the main- 
land,” he said emphatically. 


This correspondent had traveled 12,000 miles 
with 24 other correspondents expecting to wit- 
ness the death rattle of the Chinese Nationalists 
on Formosa, but this was no dying Chiang Kai- 
shek in his death throes. : 

It was a slim little man dressed in a severe 
dark-green army tunic who was defying the 
Chinese Communists and daring them to try 
to take his impregnable little fortress off the 
China coast. . 

“IT do not want Americans to fight our war. 
We will do our own fighting,” he said, uncon- 
_ gciously clenching one fist. 

The mosquitoes buzzed and snapped angrily 
about his head in the graying twilight at he fell 
silent for a moment. Then Chiang Kai-shek 
spoke again: 

“We have sufficient military strength at the 
present time. Of course, future developments 
are hard to predict. Technical assistance from 
the Uhited States would be welcome, but we 
would not want Americans to do our fighting.” 

For the first time in his turbulent career as 
Generalissimo over a sprawling China, now re 
duced to an island a fraction its size, Chiang 
Kai-shek spoke like a man firmly in the saddle 
on Formosa. . 

All through the war and postwar period, Chi- 
ang’s rule depended almost entirely on the sup 
port of reactionary Kuomintang cliques and war 


lord bosses whose landholding interests he had 
to appease to hold his job. 

More than any other head of State in modern 
times, too, he was a man plagued by in-law 
trouble. His nephews and brothers-in-law did 
not hesitate to feather their own nests to open 
his government to charges of waste, inefficiency 
and corruption. 

But as the Chinese Communists engulfed the 
mainland, the grafters and party bosses fled. 
Now, he spoke like a man who finally realized 
he alone was the master of his destiny. 


Sitting in his oversized armchair, Chiang 
Kal-shek made ne pretense to save face. He 
admitted that in the past American aid was 
wasted and army materials largely frittered 
away. 

“But,” he added, “I feel, at the present 
time, the organization of the army has been 
greatly improved, and I feel certain that past 
practices will not be repeated.’ 


Chiang believes that any future aid should be 
based on tight-clad American control and Chinese 
accountability similar to the. ECA operation to 
guarantee effective use of such aid. 

“I will be glad to accept any recommenda- 
tion or ‘advice from any quarter in order to guar-

N.Y. Writer 
Beaten in 


Night Club 


NEW YORK—(?)—Lee Morti- 
mer, Boardway columnist for the 
New York Daily Mirror, was beat- 
en unconscious in a Fort Lee, 
N, J., night club early yesterday 
by a thug. 

He suffered eye cuts and face 
and jaw injuries. 

Police had no report of the beat- 
ing at the Riviera Night Club, but 
the story was told by Comedian 
Joey Adams and Playwright Sid- 
ney Kingsley, who accompanied 
Mortimer to Fort Lee to see the 
Riviera show. | 

Mortimer said he had conferred 
earlier in New York with Virgil 
Peterson, Executive Secretary of 
the Chicago Crime Commission. 
He believed he was followed by 
two men in a “black convertible” 
across the George Washington 
Bridge to the Riviera. 

After watching the show, Morti- 
mer and Kingsley went to the 
men’s room. This, said Kingsley, 
is what happened: 

Mortimer was washing his 
hands when “two guys came in, 
very stocky, obviously thugs.” One 
walked to Mortimer, nudged him, 
and demanded, “Who you push- 
ing?” then he swung the columnist 
around, struck him three times in 
the head, and Mortimer fell. Then 
the thug dropped to one knee and 
hit him two or three times more. 

Kingsley, author of the Broad- 
way hit “Detective Story,” said it 
happened so quickly that he was 
taken by surprise. 

He said the washroom attendant 
started after the thug, but the 
second man interposed, put his 
hands in his pockets, and growled, 
“You stay here.”

The specifications and stand- 
ards for the ration were devel- 
oped in the Food and Containers 
Institute of the Quartermaster 
Depot, Chicago.

Each case 
contains six individual cartons, 
each with a different menu, an 
equivalent of three meals. Each 
menu is packed in equal quan- 
tities and with about the same 
food values. While the rations 
are nutritionally adequate as is, 
they can be easily supplemented 
with foods from mobile bakeries, 
coffeee roasting plants, and re- 
frigerated meat trucks.

Atlantan Meets Japanese Empress, 
Drinks Saki at Shinto Wedding

A visit to the Imperial Palace, meeting the Empress and attending a Shinto wedding, 
a privilege seldom accorded anyone save blood relatives, are a few of, the rare expe- 
riences enjoyed by an Atlantan, Mrs. Fielding Dillard, who is now on duty with the 
American Red Cross in Japan. 
The former Miss Carolyn Pierce, daughter of Dr. and Mrs. A. M. Pierce, Mrs. Dillard 
left early in 1948 tor Japan, where she is director of personnel in the Far East Area, 


with headquarters in Tokyo. 


There she lives in the Hotel 
Daiti with another American, 
Miss Edith Miller, in sight of 
cone-shaped Mt. Fuji. 

“The Japanese feel that noth- 
ing can happen as long as Mac- 
Arthur is here,” writes Mrs. Dil- 
lard, “but we afl joke, with 
tongue in cheek, about the near- 
ness of the salt mines of Si- 
beria.” 

An invitation to visit the Im- 
perial Palace grounds must 
come from some member of the 
household, and names of guests 
are checked through the Bureau 
of Investigation. There Mrs. Dil- 
lard saw the hot houses, the 
music house, the stables, and 
was even permitted to photo- 
graph the Emperor’s white stal- 
lion, First Snow. 

“TI had heard that everything 
was run down, but it was shab- 
bier than I had expected,” she 
wrote. “Occupying a large area 
in the heart of Tokyo, the gar- 
dens are grown up in weeds. 
The walls and moat are ex- 
tremely interesting from _ the 
outside, but the Emperor is 
certainly divested of splendor 
as far as his outer courts are 
concerned.” 

Though she could not enter 
the royal houses, she met the 
Empress, whom she found quite 
charming, at a special Red Cross 
ceremony where the latter pre- 
sented the awards. 

The Shinto wedding took 
place at two in the afternoon in 
the basement of a large depart- 
ment store where there is a se- 
ries of rooms, including a 
shrine. Mrs. Dillard arrived ear- 
ly and watched the bride dress 
in a georgeous white kimono 
embroidered in red cranes. The 
bride proceeded to the shrine, 
walking between:.her husband- 
elect and her mother-in-law, 
with her father-in-law and the 
go-between following behind. 
There were three Shinto priests 
and two priestesses, but no one, 
not even the Japanese, under- 
stood the ritual, for it was in 
classical Japanese. 

The priestesses poured saki 
from special golden vessels, and 
all the guests stood and drank 
according to ritual. Afterwards 
they repaired to the feast room 
for dinner, the principal dish 
being raw fish. 

B.- accumulating their annual 
leaves, Mrs. Dillard and Miss 
Miller managed a month’s tour 
over the Far East by air. On the 
flight to Manila they flew over 
a complete rainbow—an unfor- 
gettable sight. 

In Hong Kong, which the At- 
lantan describes as throughly 
Western, even to the Coca-Cola 
signs, they attended a Chinese 
play where the audience ate full 
dinners during the performance. 
“When the ac‘ion on the stage 
attracted their attention, they 
watched. Otherwise they talked 
aloud,” wrote Mrs. Dillard. 

“Landing in Bangkok, I 
thought I had at last found the 
mystical East,” she continued, 
“but while waiting to go through 
the customs, what did they do 
but serve all the travelers Coca- 
Colas (not iced) in bottles. 


She found Siam a prosperous 
country, the people happy and 
friendly, and everyone speaking 
English, for it is taught the chil- 
dren from the first grade. She 
alse found that the Siamese re- 
sent the book, “Anna and the 
King of Siam.” They say it isn’t 


The outstanding experience 
here was a visit to see the urn 
containing the body of the young 
King Ananda, killed in 1946, 
which was cremated several 
weeks ago with much pomp and 
ceremony. The Americans were 
required to wear mourning, and 
to pay tribute with a floral 
wreath bearing their names. 

The wn reposed in one of the 
palace temples which had all the 
gilt, broken colored glass and 
fantastic trimmings of Arabian 
Knights. They were led before it 
and told to bow while their 
guide prostrated herself on the 
floor. The cremation was post- 
poned until the new king Phumi- 
phon, Ananda’s brother, _re- 
turned from school. in Switzer- 


The Americans lunched with 
a Siamese friend at her home. 
They were first invited upstairs 
to a room where reposed a large 
golden casket surrounded by gilt 
wreaths. The hostess’ grand- 
mother had died last May, and 
for the first 100 days after the 
death, her granddaughter had 
services held weekly. She 
planned to have the cremation 
this Spring: 

Arriving in Benares, the sa- 
cred city of the Hindus, their 
guide made a deal with one of 
the retainers to let the Ameri- 
cans visit the maharajah’s 
palace. 

“It was as fantastic as we had 
been told,” wrote Mrs. Dillard. 
“All the front was open and 
there were pictures of Gandhi 
and the maharajah. The first 
room for some reason was a bil- 
liard room, and next was the 
great drawing room with 50 
stuffed tiger heads. The maha-

rajah is a great sportsman, it 
seems. Beside the master chair, 
which was covered with a can- 
opy, stalked a full-size tiger. Off 
to one’side of the drawing room 
was a smaller room which rep- 
resented a section of the forest 
where a whole family of tigers 
and other wild beasts lived in 
their native habitat.” 

Mrs. Dillard and Miss Miller 
also visited Delhi and Calcutta 
where they arrived at the pujah 
(festival) season. But unques- 
tionably the highlight of the 
whole trip was their visit to the 
Taj Mahal at Agra, which meas- 
ured up to all their expecta- 
tions. 

The Atlantan recommends the 
guide book for a description of 
the Taj, but advises everyone to 
see it, if possible, in the moon- 
light, for then it is truly ethe- 
real. 

Latest news from Mrs. Dillard 
is that she will soon be home. 


Widow, Disillusioned, 
Wants To Sleep Life Out 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I am 50, widowed six years, 
and I cannot boast a single friend.

Label on can reads “Preserved 
with sodium nitrate and sodium 
nitrite.” Is that not harmful for 
a bad stomach? Especially 
where such canned meat is the 
only kind eaten from day to 
day. (H, E.) 


Answer — Sodium nitrate 
(Chile saltpeter, Chilean nitrate, 
fertilizer) is not so much a pre 
servative but is employed main- 
ly to accentuate the red color of 
meats and meat produgts. Like- 
wise sodium nitrite. As a steady 
diet meat or meat products so 

would not be advis- 
able. I do not believe ordinary 
use of corned beef, sausage, etc. 
containing sodium nitrate and 
sodium nitrite is harmful.
